The appeal against a death sem 
tence for murder by former Britich 
Mack power leader Michael X may 
lead to the outlawing of the death 
penalty in Australia 


Michael X, a Trinidad national, 
ti appealing on the grounds that 
Trinidad'’s execution laws — which 
include waiting for several years on 
death row within hearing of the 
gaillows and the subsequent slashing 
of teadons of the body of the 
executed person after death — com 
aitute a “creel and umeweal punish 
ment” which as such kk forbidden 


| by Trinidad's constitution. 


If the Privy Counell rules that 
the death peralty is indeed a “creel 
and unusual penkhment™ it would 
affect the numerous commonwealth 
countries which, like the United 
States, hare constitutions or Bills 
of Rights which forbid it. The 
pasting of Australia’s proposed Bill 
of Rights would isclude Australia 
je the ruling.

Bombala, NSW has three sawmills, three 
pulbs, and three cops, two pastoral com- 
pany offices, and one picture show that 
opens only Saturday nights.

A spectre is hawnting humanity. 
That spectre is the cockroach. 

Brought face to faeces (50 to 
speak) with the spectre by the 
current plague In car innet-auberba, 
even the gentlest of inner-<ity 
Gwellect have goose into veritable 
fronzies of extermination ~ mech 
to the profit of chemical companies 
and pest exterminators. 

Whether this instinctive hysteria 
has any validity is extremely 
doubtful. 

Doubtless part of the fear and 
loathing stems from the universally 
and deeply entrenched conviction 
that cockroaches are disease 
carriers. The NSW Health Commis 
tion's booklet Common Pests and 
Public Health is quite explicit 
“although they are potentially 
capable of tramimnliting diseases . . . 
thetr activities are mach that this 
woeld rarely occur.” (p. 35) 
Further on the comclusion is 
repeated: “In other words there ts 
a potential of disease tramamision 
but because cockroaches do not 
normally move readily from 
infective material to foodstuffs this 
potential is mot of major 
significance.” 

University of NSW researcher 
Fred Roma, who has been working 
6@ cockroaches since 146, agrees 
they arent much of a health 
hazard. “Sure,” be adds, “im a 
hospital, if a cockroach was to walk 
over some infected dressings, then 
more or less immediately go into 
the kitchen and wade through food 
there, then it's possible it would 
spread infection, The germ would 
be carried on the haies of its lege 
The trasaminion would be 
mechanical, The cockroach ix 
defiewtely not ie the sacse class as 
the malaria mosquito which doesn't 
merely carry the esalaria to the 
human, but derelops the malaria 
bug im its body to the pois where 
it cam poison us and then injects it” 

Phoneer British entomologist 
Martin Burr in his Insect Legion 
(1938) hints that cockroaches might 
even be beneficial to health by 
reporting that “in parts of Europe 
powdered cockroaches are sold 
wnder the name of Pulvis Terekanee 
ai a cemmpedy for pheurisy and 
pericarditia. The odd part about 
this is that the treatment seems to 
have come from Russia, where the 
creatures are sabd to have been used 
as a cure for dropsy.” According to 
Fred Ross this is not something 
eaodern researchers have ever 
investigated. 

It it true that cockroaches shit 
pegularty and frequently. But if you 
notice their chit in food you are 
untikely to eat KM. Even if you do, 
it ls not more dangerows to your 
health than eating the spot you 
pick from your nose. 

Health risks aside, for many the

The spectre in Sydney’s kitchens~ 
the cockroach is clean 


cockroach is unhovable because 

of its unfortunate proximity in 
shape and coloer to a miniature 
turd, The cockroach tacks the deli- 
cate fragility of the butterfly, and 
it & difficult Lo imagine anybody 
Going a Puccini for it and coming 
up with Medeme Coctroech. Bet 
then beauty is only shell-deep, and 
it is obviowsly with other, and more 
valid, criteria in mond that the 
Greeks used the same word for 
“vivacious” and “cockroach”: 
eotzerithe 

The cockroach too has the 
charm of antiquaty. As Compton's 
Encyclopedia points owt: “Cock- 
roaches were among the earliest 
forms of lnwect life to appear on 
earth. During the Coal Age (300 
million years ago) . . . bong before 
birds and mamenals had deretoped, 
they were probably the most 
numerous of all insects. As their 
many foasil remains show, they 
have changed bul little in the mil- 
Hons of years siece.” 

Part of their primitive charm 
flows from the fact that 
cockroaches fuck bong and often. 
E. Cameron in his standard work 
The Cockroach (1966) reports that 
cockroaches fuck end to ead and 
that copulation lasts at beast an hour 
and a half. During the ect the 
fomahe’s ogg case ts fertMised, and 
when it is recalled that in the year 
or so of its existence the female 
drops about 60 fertilised egg cases, 
you get an idea of the regularity of 
‘roach fucking. Cameron adds that 
“no courtship is observed’ and 
“the act is initiated by the male 
moving about in an excited manner 
and Napping his wings.” 

Cockroaches also ran foul of the 
cleanliness fetithes rooted deep in 
oar Protestant psyches, But as 
Common Peats end Public Health 
explains: “Paradoxically cockroaches 
are clean inamcts and spend tiene 
cleaning any contaminants from 
thet legs or antenna by the ase of 
thelr mouthparts. This greatly 
facilitates the ingestion of internal 
poisons if this type of insecticide 
is ward,” 

Some also consider cockroaches 
to be enAuseralian — the girl 
behind the counter of the NSW 
Health Commission said, “Where 


you get Italians, you'll get cock: 
roaches.” It is true that of the 400 
varieties of Australian cockroaches, 
nome will be found teaide howses. 
The types which invade our howses 
are afl impocted, In the ainetoenth 
cemury emergent European and 
American capitaliem made the whole 
world its market and on its ships 

to all cormers of the globe went the 
most commen of household 
cockroaches: the German cockroach 
and the American cockroach. 

Sydney port Denis Kevans takes 
an altogether differemt view of 
cockroaches, When he moved into 
bis Glebe house seven years ago, 
it belonged to (he cockroactes and 
be had to literally colonise it in 
the face of their resistance. He has 
got to the stage where he can kill 
them with his bare hands. 

But to hies they are the insect 
gueriiias of the concrete jungle. 
They make their hideouts in the 
darkest and most inaccessible 
recesses of that jungle. They attack 
only at night, while the eneray 
dleeps. They have an incredible 
mobility but when caught in the 
open they are incredibly game: 
they'll prop and pretend to be dead, 
even Wf you hit them and don’t kill 
them, they'll fox dead, And despite 
all the pest exterminators’ search 
and destroy missions, despite all the 
napalm they lay down, despite all 
the body counts, these Vietoongs 
and Frelimos of the insect world 
fight on, apparently invincible. 

it is @ fantasy mot without some 
sciontific validity, as Cameron puts 
it; “The ubiquitous insect attacks 
and competes for nearly everything 
which is useful to Man, etther in the 
shape of food, clothing, or sheer, 
involving him in aenual bosses of 
great magnitude.” 

With this more rational perspec- 
tive in mised, it is appropriate now 
to describe the types of cockroaches 
we are likely Lo emcounter. 

1, The American cockroach (Pert 
plemetia A mericena) 

This & the biggest of the cock- 
proaches. It grows bo about one and a 
half inches in length, It is reddish 
brown, The border of its promotum 
(that's the belmet covering its bead) 
is light brown — sometimes a pale 
yollow, lts wings completely cover 


(no shit) 


its body and there is some overhang. 

it is the cockroach of the sewers, 
where they can be found tn fantasti 
cally large gumbers. Nevertheless 
they are kaown to travel far and 
wide looking for variety to their 
diet. In these searches they will 
often enter houar 

Their ogg cases contain between 
16 and 20 eggs. The hatching period 
varies according to heat and he- 
midity and takes 32 to 60 days 
2. The Australian cockroach (Peri 
plenetta Austrolasioe) 

This type is slightly shorter 
thas its American cousin. Its pro- 
notum is ringed with a yellow border 
and the lower parts of its wings are 
streaked with yellow, And its wings 
don't compbetely cover its body. Its 
habite are roughly similar to the 
American variely but it is not nearly 
a commen. 

3. The German cockroach (/isttela 
Germanice) 

This is the most common variety. 
It makes itself at hone in houses 
and fats. [t loves a warm and mist 
enrirooment. Hot water systems 
are paradise for it. 

They grow to aboot an inch ia 
length. They are a lighter brown 
than the American variety, [ts pro- 
notum hat two dark brown longi 
tudinal stripes. They swarm about 
in packs and frequently come out to 
feast in the daytime. Their appe- 
tites range beyond food and cover 
labels, solled clothing, carpets, and 
book biadings 

Its egg cases contain up to 40 
eggs and they hatch quicker than 
the American's, According to Fred 
Roma they have less of a maternal 
inatinet than the American cock- 
roach; they drop their egg canes 
anywhere whereas the American 
femabe takes care to deposit hers in 
some dark, protected place. 

They have a life span of only 
fowr to kx months, whereas the 
American cockroach lives at beast a 
year and wp to five years in some 
cars. 

While other varieties eat bed-begs, 
the German cockroach will mot. 

4. The Oriental cockroach (Biefte 
Ortentalis) 

it is about the same site as the 
German cockroach, though a darker 
brown. It also lays bess eggs than the 


German variety. The female of the 
species alco grows no wings 

It ls both the slowest and dirtiest 
of the household cockroaches, it & 
the type which defaces walls with its 
shit. 1t is commonest in inland 
towns, though PTick claims it i now 
making an appearance im large 
numbers in Melbourne. 

While all varieties have wings and 
are well equipped to My, they rarely 
éo, Though apparently this iss 
temperatere thing. The warmer it 
gets, and the further north you go, 
the more likely it is that they will 
fly about. 

According to Cameron “the 
secces can be disti from 
each other by the shape of the 
abdomen. In the mate tt le tapered 
and in the female rather more © 
rounded and bulbous." The youmg — 
called nymphs, would you 
believe — are not only smaiier than 
the adults but lack wings and 
geaitalia 

Cockroaches can sev, hear, feel 
and smell. Their eyes take in a 
greeter field of vision than the 
human eye, though it is weaker on 
focus. The eyes are aloo extremely 
sensitive — the slightest movement 
will be regittered. And cockroaches 
definitety do bite. 

As well, they have the ab@ity to 
walk up walls and across ceilings 

Cold weather, researchers have 
noted, definitely dows the cock- 
roach down. [but then in winter (hey 
are mot Wkely to venture far from 
their warm, moist hideaways because 
bong exposure to temperatures 
below 20°C will kill them. 

Cockroaches, im turn, breed their 
own parasites. Paul Martin advertises 
in all the inmer-Sydney throwaway 
hocal rags as a specialist in cock- 
roach extermination. His turnover 
is now more than $200,000 a year 
and be employs seven men — thoegh 
he lays two off during the wieter. 
He went into this racket five years 
ago when he learnt that between 
them Flick and Rentokil, the two 
giants of the pest business, had eight 
million dollars worth of “main 
tenance repeats” every year — that 
exclades that past of their 
tarmorer coming from care-hit pobs 
like furnigating a house, 

Barty in the interview he bets it 


drop that he has had “three years 
untecrsity training,” though hater 
oa it trarapires that training was in 
mechanical engineering. 

He is conrinced that we are 
building a perfect exvironment for 
the cockroach, But he & annoyed 
that this is not prodwcing the kind 
of business ft shoeld for him, because 
of people's hang-ups about cock- 
roaches. “People think cockroaches 
are associated with distiness. They're 
not. Anybody can get cockroaches. 
People are always ringing me up 
and saying they keep their places 
spotiess and that the cockroaches 
mast be coming from next door, 

“And then they want me to park 
my trucks in the back lane. They 
don't want the neighbours to 
thikk . .. Christ, if iy business is 
any indication, there must be a lot 
of people who can't overcome the 
shame of ft and ring me and ask me 
to park around the beck.” 

Paul Martin's men spray around 
the skirting boards of every room 
and the charge for a two bedroodn 
fiat is twelve dollars. The spray leaves 
a residue which — he claims 
operates for two mowths after the 
spray. In fact be gives a six months 
guarantee aad ik prepared to go 
back for a re-apray if pressed. What 
he charges in fact insures hie agasient 
repeats, for his commercial rate for 
a Mat bs theee dollars — so the 
twetve dollars will bear three 
repeats and still leave him with 
Ube profit he gets on a contract job. 


At the end of the interview, 
after telling me how shit awful 
Labor will be, he admitted that the 
chemicals he uses will not be 
effective at all in two years. 


Fred Homa thinks the time will 
be shorter than that, 

Theee types of chemnicals are 
wied against the cockroach, 

1. Chloriested Aydrocerbons like 
DDT, BHC, Chlordane and Dieteren, 
They have quite a residue but they 
are now almost ineffective, 

2. Orgenic phosphetes like 
Meighean, Diazon and Dichbothoph., 
These don't wave as much residue 
tying about as the first group, bet 
are still Caitly effective, though Fred 
Roma claims they are fast approach 


ing ineffectiveness. 

3 Carhemeres-like Baygon. It 
too leaves less retidwe than the figst 
group, but as the newest chemical 
on the market for cockroaches, it is 
Mill highly effective, though again 
Fred Roma claims it is only a matter 
of tiene before it too becomes 
ineffective. 


“What happens,” explaies Fred 
Roma, “is that the chemicals kill a 
high proportion of the cockroaches 
but leave behind a minority which is 
immune, These cockroaches are 
able to break the pohon down — by 
oxidising or chioriniaitg it — and 
survive, Cockroaches breed fatty 
quickly aad you are soon back to 
your origizal popelation — with the 
important difference that this 
population are immune bo the 
poisons you're using. 

“Pretty soon we'll have a bomo 
geneous cockroech population which 
will be imenane to chlorinated 
hydrocarbons, organic phosphates 
and carbomats, 

“And it shoeld be noted that 
there is no chemical developed which 
will kil) the cockroach egga” 

But won't all these chemicals 
being sprayed about harm us more 
than cockroaches? That, for Fred 
Roms (an unofficial advisor to 
Flick) & a “tricky question.” He 
says, “It all depends how you 
define toxicity. Salt for instance 
is poisonous and will poison you 
if you eat a pound of it, bet 
obviously we need it in proper 
ameants for our survival. And 
insecticides, if ued in a sensible 
and controlled manner, are 
defintely beneficial.” Beneficial 
to whom, and for what, he found 
it hard to say. 


if you are still into wanting to 
control cockroaches — at this 
stage of the article — there are a 
epuple of unlikely blodogical meth 
mpethods you might try, 

Wasps are the most effective 
predatoss on cockroaches. They 
lay their eggs in cockroach egg 
cases, their eggs hatch more quickly 
than cockroaches’, and the wasp 
stings proceed to eat the cock- 
roach eggs. Bat if cockroaches 
freak you, then wasps are likely to 
too, 

Chihuahuas — those exouse like 
dopi were originally caltivated in 
Mexico as cockroach banters. They 
have to be trained, of course, and 
there are Lo our knowledge no 
easily obtainable manuals, though 
you might try the Mexican Em 
tasty. Thee again they are costly: 
you'll be lucky to get one as cheap 
as $100. 

But for 30 cents you can get this 
imue of The Digger and a more 
ralional perspective.

Two Melbourne proresrors convicted 


Fine for pipe~openers

At the Melbourne County Court 
on 23 May, Jien Bacon, an organiser 
with the Builders Labourers Union, 
and Paul Byrne, an chectrical 
eagineer, were convicted of mali- 
chovashy damaging the Esto Bay pipe 
line. The jary of six men and six 
women acquitted Julian Shaw, a 
student. Byrne and Bacon were both 
fined $200 by Judge Harry Ogden 

The charges arcu from a demon 
stration held om the suburban 
Mordialioe beach foreshore on July 
9, 1972. 


The July 9 demonstration was the 
culmination of a long series of 
protests against the laying of the 
pipeline across the bay. The 
pepeline carries the oll from the Bass 
Straight fields to the refineries at 


Altona. Ecofogists were, and still are, 
highly concerned at the possibility of 
a leakage in the Bay. Because of the 
volume of oll that would escape 
before it could be stopped, there is 
no deebt Port Phillip Bay itself and 
the beaches and wildlife would be 
irreparably damaged. And after all, 
who knows of any pipeline that 
eventually hasn't sprung a leak? As 
well as ecologists, conservationists, 
environmentalists and bocal residents 
expressed strong objections. The 
Mordialloe Council was one of the 
local councils that passed motions 
Opposing it, 

Because of Esso's inakstence on 
laying the pipeline under the Bay, 
the Builders Labourers Federation 
blackbanned the project. Beto 
retaliated by fying in a tough red. 
neck foreman from the US. He 


recruited acab labor (whose 
photos adorn the wall of the 
Builders Labourers Federation 
office) and brougiM in guards 
armed with shotguns, alsatian dogs 
and barbed wire. “Trespassers willl 
be shot" signs were put up and the 
work commenced, [t was then 
that equipment was firebombed, 
petrol tanks filled with sand, and 
hodes drilled Unrough the unlaid 
pipet by unknown eboteurs 
The prosecution case alleged 
that after a series of inflammatory 
speeches, Michael Hyde, a member 


of the Worker Stedent Alliance. puta 


motion to the crowd of 1000: “All 
in favor of digging up the pipeline, 
hands ep.” After cheers and raised 
clenched Mats, the demoemtratocs 
moved over to where the pipetine 
was laid. People carried red Mags, 
portraits of Charman Mao, and 
marched Dehind a large banner 
reading SMASH ESSO PIPELINE 
AND DRIVE THE YANKEES 
INTO THE SEA, After the hole 
was dug with shovels, the pipe- 


fine was smathed open with a 
sledgehammer, A pig's head 
(bearing the same Henry Bolte) and 
a burning effigy of Uncle Sam were 
thrown into the bole. The bole was 
Oiled and the crowd dispersed. 

The evidence against the accused 
was from Brano Lux, Special 
Branch, and a 16mm color movie 
film. The film had been 
commissioned by Esso. The film 
showed Bacon pointing to the 
ground where the pipeline lay 
and digging. Bacon was accused 
by Herbert Kosh, who made the 
film, of saying ‘It's here,” Bacos 
Gented this in testiesony saying the 
cameraman had asked him where 
the pipeline waa. He pointed 
for Kosh, who filmed this. The 
files showed Shaw digging in the 
bole. His defence was that be 
admitted digging, but denied 
damaging the pipeline. Byrae, who 
appeared in the film, was accused 
of hitting the pipeline with « 
sledgehammer, Bruno Lex of 
Special Braach, undercover agent 


extraordinaire, alleged be saw 
Byrne doing this. 

it was Jack Larares, representing 
Paul Byree, who explained to the 
Jory Une sinister role in the prose- 
eution played by Special Branch. 
Under cross examination Detective 
Sergeant Blake, who was sathoned 
at Mordialloc, admitted that be 
had evaded saying Brano Lux wes 
a member of Special Branch at the 
commital proceedings. Sergeant 
Downie, ander cross examination, 
told the court that police held a 
meeting at Mordialloc police station 
after the demo. Prevent were mea- 
bers of Special Branch including 
Inspector Currey, Detective Larkins 
(who & known for bis friendly 
relatiogs with members of the 
Nazi Party), Lux, Gardiner and 
Calligan, 

In evidence, Bruno Lux denied 
he was a momber of Special Branch, 
but under crom examination by 
Lazarus admitted working for them. 


He had made reports on anti Viet 


nam Gemes and anti-conseription 
rallies. Lux did admit to knowing 
all the members of Special Branch, 
and conceded he was driven by 
the Branch to Mordialloe to 
identify Byrne, Lazarus seggested 
he had been shown a photo of 
Byrne so be would sot feck ep in 
the identification line up — if so, 

it wast unmecetary as Byrne was 
the only person in the line up with 
a bald patch, When asked who was 
driving the car Lex said be only 
knew the person as Eric, He anid the 
only matter they discemed was 
fishing. At this stage confusion 
arces over the names of Special 
Branch members, Gallagher, 
O'Calligan, Callihan and Calligan 
had been mentioned. Lazares 
imerjected with, “Not Callan” and 
the yodge interposed that Special 
Branch seemed to have a “mine 
teenth man”, Defending counsel, 
and the yodge, decided it syest be 
Gallagher, The jery is probably 
still confased,

But when the North Wet Cape 
marchers approached Carnarros at 
6.00 pes oa Saturday May 18, they 
saw more than dead kangaroos along 
the road. 50 oF so uniformed WA 
cops were lined up with linked arms 
across the gateway and fence of the 
tracking station, waiting with tear 
@s canisters for the long heralded 
“pinke bastards from the ES” (eas 
term tates). The warprised demon- 
ttratocs, who had no plan for the 
NASA station, sped past the line of 
police and pulled into the caravan 
park s quarter of a mile further oa 
towards Carnarvoa. 


By Carnarvon, the anti bases de 
monstrators were, as one of theen 
put it, “pretty solid”. When it be 
gan, the expedition was a mixture 
of disparate types: maocksts (about 
50%), film and video crews from 
Sydney and Perth, students, aca- 
Gemsics, black land rights activists, 
qreenpeace ectiviits, several trade 
union represesiatives, pacifists, a 

2 priest from Pax Christi, 
® contingentof New Zealanders 
who'd cutceeded in peeresting the 
bullding of an Omega bate in their 
country, and some alternative press 
journalitts (ourseives included), 
whose credibility was by no means 
good encugh to gain them access to 
meetings without being seupiciounty 
setutinived every tiene they pro 
duced « nolebook. 

One coach bed tarted in Syd- 
ney, picked up people im Melbourne 
and joined a second bus in Adelaide; 
both these took a long rowte across 
the country, stopping ia towns to 
perform street theatre, hand out 
leaflets and discuts with towns 
people the presence of American 
bases on Australian sofl. Im Perth, a 
third bus jolmed the convoy, and the 
Short March, a much Caster trip 
from the east, made up the 200 
strong groep which arrived at Car- 
narvon om the Saturday might. 

Marchert reported encouraging 
response to their publiching and 
propaganda work in towns along the 
way. For many of them, this work 
was the main thrust and purpose of 
the immerse journey. A demonstra 
tion Im Perth, at which 14 people 
were butted, gave some of the 
marchers their first taste of what 
was to come. The further north 
they travelled, the more inhospit- 
able the countryside became, and 
the clearer it seemed that the under 
taking wa a serious and sometinws 
frightening one. 


Carmarvon on this Saturday night 
was a very heavy town. It was elec. 
thon night, and race day. Extra- 
ordinary quantitics of Swan lager 
are combumed there on any or 
dinaty Saterday night. The towns- 
people had been expecting the 
marchers long enough for some rich 
rumors to have circulated, and the 
town wai hucaming. 

The caravan park where the 
marchers set up camp was about 
three miles north of the town itself. 
Camarvon was our first experience 
of the daily living utyle of the 
marchers — we'd left Melbourne 
late, and were held up by floods, 
car trouble, and a shire vigilante 
than, © that we joimed the march 
at the potet where everything was 
beginning to geil.

Just before this meeting, some of 
the marchers went into Carnarvon 
to hand out leaflets and talk to 
people about the bases. (The leaflet 
criticises cynically motivated propo 
sals by Carnarvon businessmen - in 
particular » councilman and local 
business ssogul, Mr. Tuckey .to 
open up the US NASA tracking Ha 
tion to the Resians if the US aban- 
doas the station, which they are 
thinking of doing.) 

We drove along the wide main 
street to the Shangri-La Restaurant. 
In the streets there was the usual 
country town Saturday night acti- 
vity: tight lipped Christians 
dimging to an organ on a corner, 
drunks shoeting and spilling omio 
the pavement under the verandahs, 
ordinary people strofiling in family 
groeps. Half an hour later when we 
emerged from the restaurant, the 
atmosphere had changed sharply. 

Three or four dark blee WA cop 
cam were crulsing significantly up 
and down the street. People were 


| standing om the footpath edges, the 


singing had topped. One of the 
marchers ran wp to us. 

“Can you get out of town?" 

“Yes, we've got a car." 

“Pick up anyone else you see — a 
mob of rednecks have beaten op the | 
leaflet people, | think ome of them 
was kicked We've got to get every- 
one out of town,” 

Pavting the main pub, which be- 
Longs to mogel Tuckey and where 
the cogs “escorting” the march up 
the WA coast were staying, we saw 
a dranken young Doug Asthony in 
a whe cowboy hat berching about 
with his mates between parked cars 
There was plenty of shouting and 
shoving, but no demsonstratorn in 
seght. 


Back at camap the true story 
filtered in: a young National Al- 
liance woman in the pub, engaged 
with the leaflet people in the anti 
“eastern states” diatribe that West 
Awstralians so passionately enjoy, 
urged six of sewen blokes around 
her to get stuck into the demon- 
strators. Their leaflets were ripped 
up and they were roughly pushed. 
Young punks surged owt from the 

room for a stir, and a few lo 
cals who asked to hear the mar- 
chess’ arguments were also pushed 
and advised to “go with them”. 
When we passed through town 
several days later, a bar tender told 
us “They were going to hang ome of 
them bere Saturday night. From the 
lamp post", 

Mick and Jenny beard of the 
trouble and wemt downtown ai a 
boma Gide young tourist couple to 
engage the locals in convenation 
“Hear you've been having trouble 
with those ratbag demonstrator?" 
A rather manic drunk declaced that 
all the marchert should be shot or 
trang; he claimed they would be 
stopped before they reached Ex- 
mouth, by am organisation of 7,000 
men who had ropes and shotgens 
and were dedicated to the eradica- 
thon of ES demonstrators. Another 
beauty was the one about the 200 
Dobdermans waiting for us at the 
base. It was definitely the night of 
the 1,000 rumor. 

Wild though these claims were, 
paranola — of rather extreese cau- 
tion = became the order of the day 
back at camp. Guards patrolled all 
night, a log was laid across the 
driveway, and people wandering 
about without an obviews perpose 
had torches shone in their faces. It 
was veggested to us that a hitch 
hiker who'd Been travelling with us 
tay have been some sort of police 
agent, which seemed ludicrous at 
the time though .. . A couple of 
Americaca who came into camp 
that might, ostensibly to rap with = | 
marchers, were seen in Exeeouth 
mext day in the company of police. 

The Carnarvon camp meeting 
elected a Geiegation which was to 
request entry to the bate at North 


West Cape the next day. [t was an 
wneaty meting, dominated, as

and a® aggrestive manner. (One 
feature of the whole event was the 
beddies of large mabes gathered in 
the darker cormess gapping cans of 
Swan and disceuing plant; inte- 
rested rank aed file marchers who 
approached asking “What's happen: 
ing?” were frequently given innocent | 
looks and blandly told “Nothing!”) 

The suggettion that the delega- 
on should include two women was 
attacked by several women as 
“tokenism". The black contingent 
by this time appeared to have with: 
dexwn into a tight group. The ques 
Gon of black land rights was appa 
cently dwindling in importance as 
the major confrontatioe drow eearer. | 
At a Perth meeting when Ambrose 
Golden Brown poleted out that the 
blacks are the only people qealified 
to speak on land rights, a Long 
March petion (white) snapped that 
if Lane] rights were not to be a major 
lesue in the campaign, them there 
was no point in having any Abori- 
ginal spokespeople. 

Actually the original demand for 
the land af North West Cape itself 
to be returned to the blacks was 
dropped hecause whites, in their 
finest tradition, mamacred a black 
tribe living there by pushing them 
off a cliff. Tht was in 1865 and the 
land has been taboo ever since. This 
it why, except for one who works 


on Learmonth RAAF base nearby, | 
there are no blacks in Exmouth, 
which is unusual for a Western 
Australian town. ; 
The meeting degenerated intoa 
tuneless campfire singing of aec- 
tarian songs. A dreadful song about | 
J. ¥.. Stalin, which begins “Bore in | 
Georgia/of honest peasant stock,”’ 
wes 2 popelar favorite; another 
anomaly was the spectacle of a 
group, mostly composed of stu- 
dents, sitting around the fire singing 
to the tune of “Waltzing Matilda”,

the heavier cadres sang “The Rebel 
Girt", a ditty which causes feminist 
flesh to creep, = a patronising ti 
buble to the women present, many 
of whom gracefully accepted It.

“We were real close to the base 
and we were just sitting there whee 
there was a loud call: “Right, Ser- 
grant!" and suddenly about 15 
coppers lept out of the andergrowth 
all arcend us. We were surrounded! 
We didn't even try to get away be- 
cause we figured it'd be better to all 
cop it together and anyway we hed 
a kid with us. They marched us off 
like prisoners df war — troops om 
either side of ust — into the main 
base area, which was where we 
wanted to go anyway. They were 
Commonwealth police. 

“At the base they took our par 
theulars, charged us, frisk searched 
us, and illegally photographed ws. 
{Legally a petson has to be comvicted 
before meg shots are taken.) Then 
they locked us in the brig. 1t was a 
US marine who termed the key in 
the lock. Very symbotic, I think. 

“We were in there for about 
half am bour and then they bundled 
us all Into @ sort of dog catching 
van. No kidding, it was about 150° 
in that thing. They took ws to the 
cop shop is town and this time it 
was the state potice handling us. 

“We were procemed and photo- 
graphed again and then locked in 

ted ceils from 1,30 in the 
afternoon till 6.00 at night. The 
cell stank to the shithouwse — there 
were two dirty shitbockets im there. 
A girl tried to pais us 2 packet of 
Drum and was arrested for loKering 
with intent to communicate, We 
ended up getting the tobacco any- 
way by sticking four foot of twisted 
toilet paper out wnder the mesh anc 
scraping it into the cell. But when 
we got it in there were no papers. 
So we rotled cigaretts out of dunny 
paper — it was shithouse. 

“Lench was peanut butter sand- 
wiches but there weren't enowgh to 
go arownd and we didn't even get a 
cap of tea. 

“While we were im there we 
seratched slogans all over the wall 
and sang lots of somgs. It's really

Stories DrougM back to camp at 
night include a tale of a group of 
men asd women ranning away freer 
cops im the screb, They come to « 
creek; the men wattle co muck time 
trying to take off theie shoes that 
the women get impatient and carry | 
the men over the water on their 
backs. 

One of the mintbaces crubes 
round the base, giving water to 
marchers who are snooping about 
and playing annoying games with 
the police, and finally picking up 
scratched and sunburnt stragglers. 

At the Exmouth court house on 
Mooday afternoon, a magitrate bs 
expected from Carnarvon to replace 
the regular magistrate, the legendary 
Coloeel Murdock, an ominously 
powerful local figure — Civil Com 
missioner of Exmoeth (Exmouth in 
a Restricted Commonwealth Area, 
aed RCAs happen to have Civil 
Commitsiones). In other words, he 
runs the joint, a locals put it. Other 
positions he holds are magistrate, 
tows clerk, perice in charge of 
hosing (throegh which he's r- 
cently made things tough for a local | 
unlomiut sympathetic to the demoe- 
stration). 


Local and marchers start to 
congregate outside the brick cop 
shop/court house bailding in the 
st#] bot afernoon sun. From the 
cells, where 36 marchets (ten from 
the morning demo., 25 from the 
scrub harassment, and one who was 
busted for handing tobacco to one 
of the 25) walt for the court sitting | 
Oecatbonally from outside we hear 
rhythmic thumping, and the strains 
of “Solidarity Porever™ drift an the 
wind. 

Charges clude hindering police, 
aggravated ecsult, carrying an of- 
fersive weapon, loitering with In- 
tent to commnunicate, croating a 
public disorder (lo wit desecrating a 
US flag and hurling it from the 
street into the bese), and wilfully 
destroying property. This last charge 
bs laid against the marcher who po 
lice allege painted up the town war 
memorial. He was arrested af the 
moming demo., but the Common: 
wealth cops happened to fled a can 
of ced spray paint in bis bag — & 
was his friend's — and sprayed it 
over his chirt which war then sal 
mitted a evidence. 

Among the marchers catside, 
who dit on the grass or argee with 
locah about what it af mean, 
there's diepute a to whether it's 
more politic to remain sileat and 
avoid hactles (auch = further ad- 
journmem of the cases and longer 
delay), or Co chant and shout in 
solidarity. The former view gets 
Mepport, eipectally when the magis 
trate bets at know that unless we 
shot our gobs he'll stretch the whale 
thing out as long as be con. He 
allows Into court ten of us and ten 
locals. 

A cop car pulls up. Theee of 
four uniformed WA cog pile out, 
obviously straight from the pub — 
hair disheveilled, thes undone, capa 
aed coats off. They charge dows 
the path between gathering towns 
people. One of the cops, a big 
beefy middie aged man with a beer 
gut, takes the lead a they approach 
the demomstratom. “Stand back!” 
he bellows, shoving out bis chest 
and buttoning his jacket. He abio- 
bately stinks of beer. As he anges 
throegh, someone lets out a lowed 
cackling laugh. He whirts round, 
“Who said thet” ‘Who made the big 
baugh?”

Mondey night: Back at the care 
van park, a meeting votes to stay 
one more night.

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Admiral Emo Zumwalt, the re 
tiring head of the US Navy was a 
bit of a trendy (among adenirals) 
Though be had been able to grab 
for the mavy the largest share of the 
American military budget, the cost 
of things bike battleships is severely 
affected by inflation. Zumwalt tried 
to get around this by getting a 
whole new line of ships — a bit 
eippler than the grad ofd style 
warshigs, but cheaper and suppased- 
ly pait as effective. This approach 
Meant that the American airceaft 
carder fleet — the American eo 
pire’s equivalent to the gunboats 
that the Britith weed to wad in to 
keep law and order ~ was listed for 
reduction.

It's all connected with the argu 
ment Sow raging in several coon 
tries concerning the cutablinhment of 
a major American naval ettablish- 
ment at Diego Garcia in the Indian 
Ocean. Now, Diego Garcia sounds a 
most enimprestsive piece of land. It's 
a Britith owned cor! atoll about 14 
miles by five which has never attiac- 
ted amy body to live there except 
people running bases. But it has a 
tagoon which the US savy sees a 
potentially a great deep water port 
with a built in 12,000 foot air ttrip 
for B-52s, and it sits smack im the 
middle of the Indian Ocean. A big

Not that the Indian Ocean bas 
gone unattended till now. But the 
build up of an American bedian 
Ocean naval pretence to replace the 
British mavy at it cetired from ‘East 
of Suez’ has been quite remarkably

While the British held what you 
might call the subcontract for the 
job of policing the Indian Ocean, 
the Americans themselves gave only 
fominal recognition to the Indian 
Ocean. It cate under the jurisdic 
tion of both the Allactic and Pacifk 
Neets. And im fact, with the Pacific 
feet so preoceupied with the Gulf 
of Tonkin, even a fag thowing by 
the Americans was rare in the In- 
dian Ocean, 

Unrest in India seemed to begin 
the change. Remember when the 
war was maging between India and 
Pakistan over Bangladesh, am Amer> 
ean task force asddeaty steamed in- 
to the Bay of Bengal? That was in 
December 1971. And that pertty 
well coincided with the Pacific 
fleet taking ower the sole marage- 
ment of the Indian Ocean. 

Of course even before that the 
Americans hadn't been entirety in- 
active. The building of the North 
West Cape communications base 
goes back to 1967 and so does the 
ome af Aumam on the otber side of 
the ocean in Ethiopia. These bases 
are a part of a communkations sys 
tem for the world wide operation of 
minmile carrying submarines, in- 
chuding of course subs. in the In 
Gan Ocean, The Hussians respoer 
ded; reminding the world through 
the development of amall forces in 


the Indian Ocean that they too were f 


a real power and the US was not 
going to turn the Indian Ocean into 
a private poxd, 

So there had been a quiet build 
up. but it seems that the US De- 
fence and State Departments were 
interested in maintaining at beast 
publicly, a bow posture over the 
Indian Ocean. It's suggested too that

Accords which the US signed recog 
nise two governments im Sowth Viet. | 
nam, the Amerticant appear just as | 
determined as ever to support the 
Thiew eegime as the only legitimate 
government of Sewth Vietnam, and 
to find wayt of ensuring its ability 
to continue the war. 

Cracial to American strategy is to 
seek to legitimate the Thicu regime, | 
as well as to offset the cost of keep | 
ing it afloat, by involving at many 
other countries as postible in a att | 
economic suppeet program channel | 
led through Aseerican dominated in- 
ternational nancial agencies — in 
particular the World Bank and the 
Asian Devetopment Bank. Secret re- 
ports revealed by the World Rank, 
and leaked to the press recently (ue 
Digger, eo. 29) revealed the enor 
mous economic task of enabling 
Thieu to survive and continue the 
war and the recogeétion by the 
World Bank of the political role 
that it ts playing in viedation of the 
Paris Accords.

Fistly to provide 
massive aid from nom US sources to 
fund the economically unviable non 
military sector of Saigon's economy 
and thus subsidise the US effort to 
enable Thiru to carry om the war. 
The second object is to undermine 
the Parts Accords by denying the 
existence and legitimacy of the 
PRG. Por economle and political 
reasons, the operation has to be 
multilmeral, And it & the US con- 
trolled “intermational banks’ which 
are the fronts doing the job. 
Australia’s willingness to participate 
is @ direct comtribution to the 
betage of the Park Accord.

Treatment), 2 behavior modification 
project of the Springfield, Missouri 
federal privon 

The bale philowophy guiding 
these behavioral projects is well 
expressed by Dr. Edgar Schein, 
wsociate professor at the Massa 
chevetis Institute of Technology, 
and a behavior modification en 
thrusiast. Schein explains: “My basic 
argememt is this: in order to pro 
duce marked change of behavior 
and/or attitude, It & necentary to 
weaken, undermine, of remove the 
sapports to the ald patter of 
behavior and the off attitudes”. 
This may be dome “cither by re 
moving the individus physically 
and preventing any communication 
with those whom he cares about, 
or by proving to him that those 
whoen be tmipects ary sot worthy 
of it and, indeed, showld be actively 
mistrusted™.

Prisom officiak, with the help of | 


poychiatrists and Greg companies 
(Updike, Squibb and Lederle Lats.) 
| have been experimenting for several 
| yean to find ways to modify be 
havior through the ase of powerful 
and dangerow drug. One such 
powerful dreg is Prolixin, a drug 
which has been uted in pritoms 
such as Vacaville, California; Patux- 
tent, Maryland; and the Illinois 
Security Hotpital, for several years, 


Proixin & a mor powertul

Arthur Nugent, chief poychistrint 
at Vacaville Prison, cays that Ance 
Une includes “sensations of suffo- 
cation and drowning”, The subject 
experiences feelings of deep horror 
aed terror, “am though he were on 
the brink of death”. Negent claims, 
“even the toughest inmates have 
comme to fear and hate the drug 
I don’t biame them, I wouldn't 
have one treatment for the woeld™ 

Hoth of these drugs (two of 
many such drugs eased in pros 
“experimentation™) redece the pri- 
sone to vegetables and make them 
unable to think clearly of react 
; with emotion. Because of the vul- 
|perable frame of mind that the 
prisoners are placed im while umder 
such treaiment, thev are scolded 
for their behavior and told to thape 
up of they will be given further 
doses of the drugs. The spirit of 
the prnoner is co drastically broken 
that the prison psychiatrist thes bb 
able to contral a penion who will 
be more tradily amenable to be 
havior conditioning. 


Another method of behavior 
conditioning which ha been con 
sistently used in privoms and mental 
heapitals & adversive conditioning. 
This method gives negative reinforce 
eeent for behavior which it to be 


changed, including the use of deo | 


tric shock and emetic drugs By 
the use of electric shock, prison 
geyechintrists have attempted to 
“cure” hommexuals by showing 


the Epic Theetre. The Epic Theelre 
wat a documentary play om what 
happens to girls in what are cuphe 
mistically called protective homes 
Origitally the groep of women 
wanted to, ambitiouly, portray 2 
whole series of Institetions oppres- 
sive to women.

National Musewm), as @ protest aginst the extraordinary segregation of 
handicapped people from the sainstream of “ncemal’ Japanese Efe. 

She spent 18 days im jail and has now been celvased to face charges 


of ‘creating a public disturbance’. 


Her protest, prompted by the exclusion of handicapped people from 


the exhibition, it reported here by 


a freelance journalist in Tokyo who 


interviewed Yonexa Tomoko recently. 


In amticipation of massive crowds 
flocking to see the Mona Lisa, whow 
loan to Japan was one of the few 
frults of Peessier Tanaka Kakuei's 
recent visit to France, Japan's Celteral 
Affairs Ministry issued an order pro- 
hibiting entrance to the exhibit of 
tundkapped people with crutches 
or wherichairs and women with small 
children, “Safety” was cited as the 
reasoe for the prohibition, bet when 
one of Japan's leading newipapert 
questioned the pattice of denying 
handicapped people access to the 
work of art, the decision was modified 
sightly and a “Special Day for the 
Handkapped™” was designated 

While handicapped cithcess would 
continue to be barred om ordinary 
tiewing days, on the “Special Day” 
they would be permitted to enter 
the exhiition free. Entrance of 
worn with young children was 
also permitted, but oaly if the 
women carried the childzen in theis 
arma, 

The “Special Day for the Handi- 
capped” took place as scheduled 
on May 10. Thousands of victims 
of polio, cerebral pay, nervous 
diseases, and injured war veterans 
arrived in buses from all ower the 
coentzy, entered the meseum, and 
enkoyed a fw seconds in front of 
the Mona Lisa before being prodded 
on. 

On the same day, Me Yonezu 
and a small group of other handi- 
capped people and women activitts 
staged & protest oculside the gates
